Eisenhower rushed back a reply 
end an aide indicated the general 
would select these representatives 
at once and get them to Washing­ 
ton. 
Truman and Eisenhower already 
have agreed the general should 
send someone to Washington to 
work on the' budget the President 
must submit to Congress before 
Eisenhower moves into the White 
House. And Truman accepted to­ 
day the Nov. 17 date Eisenhower 
tentatively suggested for the per­ 
sonal meeting between the two 
men which the President had pro­ 
posed.

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Bitterness A n d Bombast 


It if generally agreed that the next Congress 
should strengthen the Corrupt Practices Act, which is 
supposed to control campaign spending, perhaps adopt 
a code of ethics, which would deal with such matters 
as the Nixon fund, and maybe do something about 
extravagant charges made by or on behalf of candi­ 
dates in Presidential campaigns. On revision of the 
Corrupt Practices Act and a code of ethics for con­ 
gressmen there are plenty of suggestions; smearing 
and scurrility in campaigning presents more diffi­ 
cult problems because of the Constitution’s guarantee 
of freedom of speech. 
At the opening of the Senate Investigation of the 
Ohio senatorial campaign of 1950, Senator Taft made 
two very tentative suggestions. He thought it might 
be passible to require filing of all campaign literature 
with some official in Washington before it was used. 
“I am not suggesting any censorship, but I believe 
the necessity of making this official filing would 
impose a responsibility which might deter false state­ 
ments.” Taft’s second suggestion, which he said he put 
forth with some hesitation, was that "you Investi­ 
gate the possibility of a law punishing direct misstate­ 
ments of fact.” Such a law might impose a money 
penalty payable in a civil suit to the injured party. 
The New York Times observes that the campaign 
Just concluded, while “not the meanest-in our history," 
can probably hold its own in that respect with the 
campaigns of 1916, 1920, 1928 and a few others. But for 
real bitterness in political campaigning it is neces­ 
sary to go back to the last century. 
Witness the campaign of 1864, when, according to 
Irving Stone, McClellan was assailed as a traitor to his 
country and his soldiers; . . . accused of being a 
coward under fire . . . charged with a plot to murder 
Lincoln, with being sponsored by some of the worst 
Copperheads, saboteurs and traitors at large in the 
country.” Nor did Lincoln have it easier. 
He was 
branded as “vacillating, incompetent, stupid, vulgar, 
ugly, a disgrace to the White House.” 
The history of personal vilification in politics goes 
back to the Presidency of Oeorge Washington. By the 
election of 1800, Alexander Hamilton was character­ 
izing Aaron Burr as “the Cataline of America:" and 
Thomas Jefferson as a “contemptible hypocrite.” 
Of the campaign of 1828. Hockett declares: “Party 
malice had seldom before gone to such extremes. When 
the antJ-Masonic frenzy broke out, < President John 
Quincy) Adams was falsely alleged to hold high rank in 
the Masonic order. Baseless scandals were spread of 
immoral conduct when he was minister of the United 
Blate in Russia.” Jackson was pictured in this cam­ 
paign as “a usurper, an adulterer, a gambler, a cock­ 
fighter, a brawler, a drunkard, and a murderer;” the 
good name of Mrs. Jackson was wantonly maligned. 
Bryan in 1896 was called an “anarchist and mad­ 
man” by the New York Tribune and wage-earners were 
notified that the factories would close in the event 
of Democratic victory. 


Britain's Paintings 


Britain’s social revolution, which has been in pro­ 
cess since World War I, in the main because of high 
taxation, has reached the point where private art col­ 
lections are threatened with extinction. The fact Is 
that the private art collection, once a feature of all 
great houses, has become an anachronism under 
existing circumstances. 
Those circumstances are the relative impoverish­ 
ment of the rich and the noble. Titled families can no 
longer afford to maintain London mansions, castles 
and landed estates, several hundred of which have 
been gifted to the British government as a national 
trust. But paintings were being sold abroad, mast of 
them 
to 
American 
purchasers, 
long 
before 
this 
happened. 
Reporting on export of works of art to the United 
States, a special government-appointed committee an­ 
nounces that 346 important paintings have left Britain 
since 1901, Including 104 Rembrandts. The attrition has 
been uninterrupted and progressive. Prolongation of 
export controls, first imposed in World War II, on 
paintings of “high importance” is recommended. 
Where the owner of a private art collection is hard 
up and has an offer to purchase from abroad, it is 
recommended that the British government step in and 
assure him of an offer to purchase for British museums 
"at a fair price.” It is a safe bet that a “fair” official 
price will not equal, in mast cases, what American col­ 
lector or galleries would offer. 
Great paintings are part of Britain’s cultural and 
social heritage, one of th o * indefinable assets of the 
spirit cherished with Jealous pride Most Americans 
cannot help but sympathize with Britain’s effort to 
save what is left of her paintings. 


A N ew Climatic Change 


For as long as recorded time permits us to calcu­ 
late. the moit popular subject for every day discourse 
has been the weather, that irresponsible imp which to 
a large extent controls the lives and actions of human 
beings. 
Not all conversation about the weather has been 
idle chit-chat, however. Physicists, astronomers, ge­ 
ologists. and others for many years have been study­ 
ing and comparing weather conditions on Earth with 
thase of other celestial spheres in efforts to deter­ 
mine what climatic evolutions, if any, are taking 
place on our planet today. 
One of the most important findings of these learn­ 
ed men Is the fact that our planet is gradually coming 
closer 
to 
the 
sun; 
therefore, 
Earth is becoming 
Warmer. 
The United States, in general, has been evolving 
gradually into a more temperate country. Many old 
timers assert the snowfalls "sure ain’t like they used 
to be ” 
However, there is one inconsistency in this pattern 
in the United States. 
Glacier National Park in Montana contains some 
50 glaciers, all that remain in the U 8 of the great 
Ice Age. During the period between 1900 and 1940 these 
glaciers responded to the theory of warmer climatic 
conditions by diminishing in size so rapidly that after 
these 40 years they were reduced more than 50 per 
cent in both area and volume. 
But then something strange occurred, From 1945 
to 1950 only very moderate losses were recorded, and 
by m id-1951 Grinnell glacier, one of the largest in 
the park, actually increased in size—the first such in­ 
crease since 1910. 
Officials concerned were hesitant to predict that 
this phenomenon indicated any change in the glacier 
pattern, but it makes one wonder what old Sol may 
have in store for us. 


Keep Well

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Supporting Our Rats 
More than one-third of all mam­ 
mals are said to be rodents. Many 
of these animals are born enemies 
of man. particularly the rat. This 
creature has plagued humans since 
way back when and it is difficult to 
find a place where man has lived 
without rats. 
When fed and supported the ret 
population usually remains station­ 
ary in a given neghborhood even 
though the animals are so prolific. 
Thru fierce fighting, a few soon 
dtacover they can dominate the 
others and it is these high ranking 
rodents that feed and reproduce yet 
inhibit the growth and reproduction 
of the more inferior of the species. 
Moreover, because rats are cannibal­ 
istic. they eat each other when food 
becomes scarce and this provides 
another method of limiting their 
population. The atronger rats find 
this situation less competitive. As a 
result, the rodent reservoir persists 
and as soon as man becomes lax 
and makes food more plentiful, th# 
rat population increases to Its pre­ 
vious level, 


We support rodents by permitting 
them to eat our garbage or gnaw 
their way into grocery stores and 
other places where food is stored. 
In Hinds, for exsmple the health 
department inspected more than 
1,600 taverns, bakeries, groceries, 
and drug stores and found that 
some of ail types harbored rats and 
mice, not only Inside but outside 
the buildings. Such a situation of­ 
fers a clew on control because lf 
we shut off the food supply, rats 
are likely to starve Thus has been 
done in well organized programs of 
poisoning, ratprooflng, and adequate 
sanitary disposal of garbage. But 
control usually is temporary unless 
the project la continued indefi­ 
nitely. 
The use of the rodenticide, war­ 
farin. in conjunction with other 
measures of control offers consid­ 
erable promise because the com­ 
pound affects not only the weak 
but the strong rats. This product 
is an anticlottmg chemical similar 
to that employed by physicians in 
treating several diseases such as 
phlebitis and coronary thrombosis. 
When utilized properly as a form 
of therapy, the danger of hemor­ 
rhage is kept to a minimum. On 
the other hand it makes excellent 
bait for rats and mice when mixed 
with cereal grains, fish. or meat. 
Apparently the preparation is odor­ 
less and tasteless to rodents but, 
to be effective as poisonous bait. 
it must be replenished every day as 
needed for weeks and months. 
The first few feedings have no 
effect but after the rat has been 
eating the substance for four or five 
days the effect becomes lethal. Fur­ 
thermore. when a proper mixture is 
used the bait will not attract dogs, 
cats, and other animals. Permanent 
bait stations prevent new colonies 
from getting a foothold. This is 
a small price to pav for overcoming 
a menace that not only costs us 
damage but presents a potential 
hazard to our health.

No. Swelling and puffiness may 
develop but severe pain would be 
uncommon unless neuritis co-exists.

Mrs. L. writes: What is the first 
thing to think of when a person 
develops abdominal discomfort? 
REPLY 
If distress is in the lower abdo­ 
men. the appendix comes to mind 
as well as the bladder, the pelvic 
organs, and 
the large intestine. 
Upper abdominal pain may result 
from disturbance of the gall blad­ 
der, stoma**!, esophagus, or pancre­ 
as. Whenever discomfort persists 
or is severe, think of the physician 
first and let him do the worrying. 
Meanwhile, send a stamped, self-ad­ 
dressed envelope for leaflet cm ab­ 
dominal pain.

W ar, Europe, Korea Among Many Problems Facing Ike; Waste In Armed 


Forces Sure To Feel Axe; Good Public Servants Vital To Cleanup 


WASHINGTON—Here are some 
of the chief problems facing Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and the way he 
is likely to deal with them. 
WAR—Despite campaign charges 
that Eisenhower would lead 
us 
into war, this is probably less 
likely 
than 
with 
the 
average 
President. 
F i r s t . 
Eisenhower’s 
mother was a Jehovah’s Witness, 
a religious sect persecuted for its 
hatred of war. 
Second, the cam ­ 
paign accusations will make him 
lean over backward against war. 
Third, 
Eisenhower, 
a 
m ilitary 
man. should be able to crack down 
on the rash of irresponsible state­ 
ments by generals and adm irals 
suggesting a preventive war. These 
have given our allies the jitters 
and supplied the Moscow radio 
with heaven-sent propaganda. 
EUROPE—Eisenhower will tend 
to put less emphasis on Europe 
without actually changing plans 
for North Atlantic defense. Arms 
to Europe may be slowed up and

used In Korea instead. 
This will 
be 
necessary 
if 
South 
Korean 
troops are to be equipped at a 
faster pace. Hitherto, Ike, as head 
of NATO, wanted more arm s for 
Europe, while Van Fleet and Ridg­ 
way wanted more arm s for Korea. 
Now Eisenhower as commander- 
in-chief can make the final de­ 
cision. and the decision will be 
toward Korea—for two reasons: I, 
his cam paign pledges re Korea; 
2 . Ike got a bit fed up with the 
French and Europeans generally 
while at NATO. 
KOREA — Inside fact is that 
Eisenhower was given the same 
secret 
Korean intelligence sum­ 
m ary that was laid on the Presi­ 
dent’s desk every week, so he 
knows the terrific difficulties of 
bringing about a truce. 
These indicate that the Chinese 
are likely to stiffen their demands 
when Eisenhower arrives in Korea, 
because they will know he has to 
go home with some kind of result.

Jowitt And Hiss 
For some months now, the report 
has been coming here from Lon­ 
don that the E arl of Jowitt bai 
been writing a book on the trials 
and 
tribulations 
of 
Alger Hiss. 
The report suggested that Jowitt 
would exonerate Alger Hiss. 
Jowitt says that he does not 
know who sent the transcript of 
the trial to him. Such a transcript 
would run into tens of thousands of 
dollars. Yet, he claims that the 
sender rem ained anonymous. On 
the other 
hand, 
my 
own 
cor­ 
respondents give me the nam e of 
the British journalist who forward­ 
ed the transcript which he obvious­ 
ly could not afford to pay for. The 
book, I understand, will be publish­ 
ed in London by Hodder ic Stough­ 
ton, Ltd., and that an American 
contract is in negotiation. 


These reports, coming from 
London, provide other details 
to 
which 
reference 
can 
be 
made later. I think I know who 
arranged to have the transcript 
sent over to Jowitt and who 
helped In the transaction, but 
I do not yet know who put up 
the money. That will abow up 
under investigation. 


The Earl of Jowitt is a man of 
distinction. He has been a Labor 
member of Parliam ent, attorney 
general, 
m em ber qf the 
Royal 
Commission on Lunacy, solicitor 
general, postm aster general, lord 
chancellor, and was elevated to 
the peerage in 1951. 
His scholarship and experience 
cannot 
be 
contested. 
TTiat 
he 
should have undertaken such a 
task is astonishing, as what it 
amounts to is that a British lawyer 
sets himself to contest the judg­ 
ment of a federal grand jury, two 
trials before juries, appeals up to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States and the decision of a federal 
court in an appeal for a new trial. 
If Jowitt can prove that all these 
Juries and all these courts, includ­ 
ing 
the Supreme Court of 
the 
United States, were wrong, then 
the entire judicial system of the 
United States stands impeached. 
It will be interesting when this 
book appears, 
to see how 
the 
British lawyer com pares our judi­ 
cial system with the British and 
proves that it has denied an Ameri­ 
can citizen full justice in a case 
involving perjury over an issue of 
espionage and conspiracy which 
had run the course of the statute of 
limitations.

Earl Jowitt. allhough a Laborite, 
is not regarded as a left winger. 
He is a man of intelligent sub­ 
stance. His work will be taken 
seriously by jurists throughout the 
world. At the age of 67, reading 
the transcript of the trials alone 
must have been a stupendous task. 
The Aiger Hiss case will prob­ 
ably be with us as long as Hiss 
lives. A hard core of Hiss’ friends 
seek his exoneration. Some of them 
firmly believe that he could not 
have been guilty; others reject the 
personality and veracity of Whit­ 
taker Cham bers; others are Com­ 
munist or pro-Communist and will 
defend anyone accused of com­ 
plicity in the world-wide Russian 
conspiracy. These people will con­ 
tinue to fight for him.

which is only one item in a

conspiracy 
against our country, is fully 
documented 
and 
proved. 
It 
nerds to he pointed out that 
this case was processed by the 
FBI; that it could have been 
started in 1939 while Hiss was 
still in the government; that 
he could have been held on 
charges 
other 
than 
perjury 
had the Department of Justice 
so desired after the informa­ 
tion had been laid before Mr. 
A. A. Berle Jr.. then assistant 
secretary of State; that Berle 
was got out of the way in the 
State Department and even­ 
tually out of the government. 


The investigation of the Institute 
of 
Pacific 
Relations 
and 
of 
Americans employed in the United 
Nations by the McCarran Commit­ 
tee is producing additional data 
and the forthcoming hearings be­ 
fore the Cox Committee of the 
House of Representatives dealing 
with foundations will open a new 
field. E arl Jowitt has only been 
sent a fragm ent of the still grow­ 
ing evidence concerning this con­ 
spiracy. 
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His alternatives will be to yield on

CONTROLS—They will be drop­ 
ped when they expire in June, 
possibly before.

2 . slackening defense produc­ 
tion will not make controls neces­ 
sary.

Board which both industry and 
labor have flouted. 
ECONOMIC OUTLOOK — The 
Wall Street Journal echoes the 
views of some business leaders 
that Ike’s headaches will not be 
so much from inflation as defla­ 
tion. This is because the mobiliza­ 
tion 
program 
has 
reached 
top 
speed and is bound to taper off. 
Any slowing down of foreign aid 
will also slow down production at 
home. 
THE BUDGET—With Ike com­ 
mitted to both strong defense and 
pruning the budget, his cuts will 
have to come by eliminating waste 
in the arm ed services. 
For the 
arm ed services comprise the great 
preponderance 
of 
the 
national 
budget. 
He can eliminate waste 
chiefly by cutting out duplicating 
branches of the services—such as 
big battleships and airplane car­ 
riers that are considered too ex­ 
pensive 
for the firepower they 
carry. This is bound to touch off 
a verbal shooting w ar between the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force. 
RED HUNTING—The search for 
Communists will not change much, 
except that the noise will shift. 
Eisenhower will continue to depend 
on J. Edgar Hoover and the loyalty 
board, but McCarthy will be in a 
difficult position, since any hue- 
and-cry by him will reflect on his 
own administration. 
As a result, 
re - elected 
Congressman 
Martin

probably take the limelight. 
CLEANING OUT WASHINGTON 
—Eisenhower's biggest shot-in-the- 
arm to government can be in 
bringing in new blood at the top. 
Actually, of the 2.572.300 civilian 
employes, 93 per cent are under 
Civil Service and cannot be fired, 
while another 6 per cent are under 
the m erit system, such as scien­ 
tists on the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and the new President 
would not want to fire them. 
This leaves approximately one 
per cent which can be changed. 
However, if enough new blood and 
energy is injected at the top, even 
through only the one per cent, it 
can electrify government. Getting

These have supreme powers over 
radio, 
television, 
railroad, 
tele­ 
graph. telephone rates, bus lines, 
w ater power, natural gas trans­ 
mission,

the 
Sherman 
Anti-Trust 
Act. 
FDR 
tried to change these commissions, 
but ran squarely into the Supreme 
Court. 
So Ike will have to wait 
for 
gradual 
changes 
when

term s of commissioners expire. 
During the campaign Ike had 


WASHINGTON—While the Amar- 
jean people in the last few weeks 
were concentrating on the idea of 
selecting Dwight 
Eisenhower as 
their leader, there was carried on 
coincidentally in Europe one of the 
most vicious jobs of demolition of 
the character of the general that 
has ever been perpetrated on any 
American of prominence. 
Correspondents for certain Euro­ 
pean newspapers gave the public 
there a picture of General Eisen­ 
hower which was so utterly at 
variance 
with 
the 
impression 
Europe had had of him before that 
one wonders what was the motiva­ 
tion for these attacks, especially 
as they were printed in some of 
the most respected of European 
newspapers. 
Some of the dispatches written 
by European writers resident here 
or sent over to this country for the 
campaign were in some respects 
even more partisan than if they 
had been prepared by the Demo­ 
cratic party’s publicity experts. 
The foreign reporter* were not 
content to report what the candi­ 
dates said but they themselves 
argued the m erits of the issues in 
the 
news 
columns. 
There 
was 
nothing to indicate to the reader 
that such writings were special 
com mentaries—they purported to 
be news reports. Again and again, 
although the European newspapers 
had available to them press asso­ 
ciation reports — like 
Reuters — 
which were unbiased, the biased 
versions of their own correspon­ 
dents were printed. Many of these 
reports had a distinct "left wing" 
bias on the subject of anti-com­ 
munism—something that probably 
accounts for the constant reference 
to "M cCarthyism ." Vigilance on 
this issue in Britain might have 
prevented Klaus Fuchs from being 
cleared by the British when he 
cam e to America a few years ago 
to steal the atom bomb secrets and 
give them to Soviet Russia. 
Ike’s Views Distorted 
General 
Eisenhower, 
for 
one 
thing, was represented as having 
turned his back on' Europe, as 
having em braced isolationism and 
as having condoned a misuse of 
campaign funds. Thus the Nixon 
affair was completely m isrepre­ 
sented to the European public as a 
species of 
corruption 
of which 
General 
Eisenhower 
completely 
approved. 
But this incident by 
itself would not have been of con­ 
sequence, because most political 
leaders abroad understand that 
sort of thing, especially ainee the 
Nixon type of special fund is cus­ 
tom ary in G reat Britain to assist 
members of the House of Com­ 
mons. It is paralleled in France 
and other countries. 
The real dam age was done in 
giving the impression that Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower was suddenly bent 
on making war in Europe. Mis­ 
representation of his words about 
peaceful 
liberation 
of 
satellite 
countries continued long after he 
explained his position, which in the 
first place never was ambiguous. 
It became im portant abroad, most­ 
ly because Europeans purposely 
distorted his views. 
It would be unjust to European 
governments even to imply that 
they approved of this stream of 


partisan 
attack 
on 
Eisenhower 
w'hich appeared in their newspap­ 
ers during the campaign. Actually 
the governments in foreign capitals 
and their em bassies here were 
scrupulously neutral. But the “ left 
wing” in Britain, under Bevan’s 
leadership, has continuously sniped 
a w a y 
at 
Eisenhower, 
making 
charges about his intended policies 
that are fantastic. 
What all this means to Amer­ 
icans who are deeply interested 
in preserving good relations be­ 
tween European countries and the 
United States is that the task has 
been made more difficult. There 
dbuld be no possible objection to 
the manner in which Stevenson was 
extolled as a political figure, but 
there wasn’t the slightest excuse 
for the hatchet Job done at the 
sam e tim e of General Eisenhower, 
the man and the leader. 
Looking For Handouts 
Unfortunately, even in the com­ 
ments that have been made sine# 
the election, some European edit­ 
orials emphasize the materialistic 
nature of their interest in Amer­ 
ica’s election. Would the election of 
Stevenson mean more American 
billions for Europe and the elec­ 
tion of Eisenhower less? What the 
European papers forgot is that 
Americans are sick and tired of 
being looked upon as givers of 
"handouts." 
Another post-election 
comment 
that grates on not a few Amer­ 
icans It the caustic attitude of 
some European papers toward the 
Korean trip of General Eisenhow­ 
er. The fear is expressed that Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower by his journey 
means to give more attention to 
Asian rather than European prob­ 
lems. This is an absurd inference, 
because international policy is a 
global affair and full of interde­ 
pendent factors. But what so many 
Europeans forget is that 120,000 
Americans are on the casualty list 
of the Korean War and this is not 
a m atter to be treated lightly by 
the press of any nation allied with 
the United States. 
The 
failure 
of 
Europeans 
to 
understand the depth of interest of 
the American people in the Korean 
debacle has been noted for some 
months and. despite the emergence 
of the Korean problem as a cam­ 
paign issue, the European press— 
with some exceptions—still thinks 
of the F ar Eastern w ar as some­ 
thing to be settled by appeasement. 
The British have been rem ark­ 
ably successful over the centuries 
as diplomatists in holding the bal­ 
ance of power in the world, but 
the Munich appeasem ent and the 
failure of the Baldwin government 
to prepare for World War ll has 
m ade many an American feel that 
perhaps it is tim e for a younger 
nation like the United States to 
furnish the constructive leadership 
that will bring peace to the world. 
Of prim ary concern just now is 
the 
improvement 
of 
American- 
B ntish and American-French rela­ 
tionships — something the foreign 
press in recent weeks, by its insidi­ 
ous and vicious attacks on General 
Eisenhower, did not help to ad­ 
vance. In more ways than one, it 
is a good thing the Ptcsidential 
campaign is over.

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WASHINGTON — United States 
officials expected a month ago that 
by now they would have a good 
idea of what Soviet intentions are 
to be for at least the near future. 
They based these expectations on 
the 
Soviet 
Communist

recently held in Moscow—believing 
that what would be said and done 
there might furnish the necessary 
clues. 
However, 
now 
they 
are 
frankly 
perplexed, 
and 
recent 
developments have further com­ 
pounded the confusion. 
For 
instance.

Josef 
Stalin said, in a magazine article 
appearing just before the Red con­ 
gress opened, that war between 
communism and capitalism is far 
less likely than a war among the 
capitalistic nations. At that point, 
the Red line seemed to point in a 
direction 
calculated 
to 
alleyite 
fears of an East-W est conflict.

The United States appears to be 
well on the way to recovering the 
position it held early in the 19th 
Century when its famed clipper 
ships dominated trade on the high 
seas. This resurgence is in three 
directions — arm ed sea power, 
ocean-going passenger service end 
transportation of cargo. 
While the giant liner “ United 
States" may be less luxurious than 
some foreign flag liners, she is 
generally conceded to be the fast­ 
est and finest thing afloat. 
The latest development, however, 
is completion of the first in a series 
of so-called "M ariner" class cargo 
carriers. On her recent triumph­ 
ant entry into New York harbor, 
the ‘ Keystone M ariner” had crew­ 
men of foreign freighters hanging 
over the rails with their binoculars. 
They couldn’t believe she was go­ 
ing that fast. 
Top speed of the "M ariners" is 
a m ilitary secret, but unofficially 
it san be reported as in excess of 
22 knots. When the program call­ 
ing for 35 of them at a cost of $350 
million is completed, the United 
States may lay claim to having 
the finest m erchant m arine afloat.

Russia got its monopoly on cav­ 
iar in 1921. This was the same 
treaty that gave Russia the right 
to enter Iran in event another 
m ajor power were to move in 
there.
